Noble County Woman 


Makes Poultry Mark 


Mrs. John Bushong, of South Mil- 


ford, Noble 'County, has just com- 
pleted a very interesting record with 
the poultry (lock on her farm, which 
is being used for demonstration "pur- 
poses by the county agent and 
the 


Agricultural Extension Department 
of Purdue University. Her flock av- 
eraging 190 hens, made her a 
net 


profit of $1195 or .$6.09 per hen. 
They produced 28000 
eggs 
which 


brought almost $1,000. The rest of 
her income was from baby chicks, 
breeding stock and market poultry. 
Mrs. Bushong is one of several 'hun- 
dred persons over the state who are 
using methods in handling their 
flocks which are recommended by 
Purdue University aud are 
called 


demonstration farms. These demon- 
stration farms which are scattered 
jn practically every county, from one 
to a. half dozen per 
county, 
ihave 


been, the means the last few years of 
influencing thousands of -fanners to 
adopt better methods in 
handling 


their poultry flocks.

For instance, 
suppose you pay ttlO for a. bushel 
of clover seed half of which is made 
up of dead seeds.or weed seeds, you 
are actually paying $20 per bushel 
for the clover seed that will sprout 
and make clover plants. Even after 
such a crop does begin 'to grow, yon 
are putting it a.t a disadvantage by 
forcing it to compete with the weeds 
vou have introduced and these weeds 
will probably seed and foul the land 
['or years to come.

Even though the 
original purchase price is higher 
you actually save $5 per bushel on 
the price paid for pure, 'live .seed, 
and at the same time yoa are giving 
the crop a fair chance by freeing it 
from competition with weeds. In ad- 
dition, you are not fouling the land 
with weed seeds, the importance of 
which may be realized when it 
is 


knoicu that many weed seeds ma}7 lie 
dormant in the soil for several years 
waiting, for a good chance to sprout 
and rob the crop ofi food, water, 
growing room and light".

The accompanying diagram shows 


gracefully the actual value of seed 
purchased by two Indiana farmers 
who sent the seed for ana'lvsis to the 


Seed Laboratory -at Purdue Univer- 
sity. A study of the diagram will 
plainly reveal that the man who pur- 
chased poor seed got badly cheated. 
But how .can you determine the 
amount of pure, live seed in the seed 
you are buying. 


The seed law points 
the way. 


Wlieri you purchase seed, interest ort 
the.presence of a seed law tag. Then 
study the tag. See that the -germi- 
nation is high, look carefully at the 
percent of purity and then turn the 
tax over • and find out 
how many 


noxious weed seeds per pound are in 
the seed you' are buying, since this 
must be stated on the back of 
the

, The time, of the year has arrived 


when special attention should be giv- 
en to the sow's farrowing1 quarters 
Neglected' quarters favor a heavi 
death rate in the-spring pig crop 
"Poorly -arranged^ insanitary 
for= 


rowing 'houses sire responsible 
for 


fifty percent of deaths due to injury 
and disease," said a recent state- 
ment of Purdue University. "When 
farrowed in late winter and early 
spring, the flrs't two or three weeks 
may be considered the 'Critical per- 
iod in the life of the pig. There is a 
marked difference between the • vi- 
tality and ability to resist disease of 
the well cared for pig and one that 
•has not been so fortunate." 


If the farrowing houses and yards 


have not been put in good condition, 
and given'a, thorough cleaning and 
disinfecting this should be done. Un- 
less the yards have been cleaned up 
by removing all litter, and plowing, 
it is not advisably to allow young 
pigs access to them. New 
yards 


should be provided1. 


The beds shojild be changed fre- 


quently in order to keep them dry 
and .clean. Damp beds are responsi- 
ble for pneumonia, bowel trouble, 
and skin diseases. Wheat and rye

perty be taxed at its real value, bonds 
and tax-free stock not exempted.

When 
milk is used as the sole.drink no 
other animal protein is necessary, 
or baby chicks its value cannot be

rieultural economist, where he mad 
a. study of agricultural economi 
.conditions for the United States De 
partment of Agriculture. Mr. Chris 
tensen studied 'economic condition 
in 11 European countries. During hi 
slay in Denmark he met agrieultura 
economists from all oven: the worl 
who liad been delegated to study th 
cooperative methods of the Danis 
fanner. 


"The sound, economic organizatio 


on which the new agricultural indus 
.(ry of Denmark—tie most 
high!, 


organized agricultural industry i 
the world—has been built the las 
forty years is the result of the co 
operative ideals practiced 
by th 


Danish farmer," 
Mr. .Christensei 


says. "The 
agricultural 
producer 


there have brought new prosperit 
to the whole Kingdom through th 
efficiency of their cooperative enter 
prises in production, quality of pro 
dnction and distribution." 


The rapid rise of the Danish bacon 


industry to its prewar level in th 
latter half of 1922 is attributed bj 
Mr. Christensen to cooperative en 
deavor. 


"Some of the greatest, strides in 


dairying in northern Europe the la's 
decade, have been made in Finlani 
through the production of standard 
ized, quality dairy products. Pay 
ment on a. quality basis for whol 
milk delivered has been introduced 
and is a common' practice in the eo 
operative dairies. Co-operation !ha 
won high favor with 
the 
Pinnisi 


farmer the last decade, 80 percent o: 
the Finnish butter exported beim 
handled by one large central cooper 
alive export society. 


"Grain production in Finland was 


stimulated iinder war conditions, bu 
the swing is now back to animal pro- 
duets due to the drop in 1922 grain 
prices, as in 
other Scandinavian 


countries. Before the war 70 per cen 
of the Finnish fanner's income was 
derived from live-stock products an< 
14 percent from grain and hay pro- 
duction. In 1919-20 the proportion 
was 57 percent from live-stock pro- 
ducts and 30 percent from grain 
and hay. 


"Among the best developed 
co- 


operative organizations in 
German 


agriculture is the Rural Cooperative 
Village Bank. With sixty years of 
experience this system is still 
re- 


garded as the main pillar that sup- 
ports the German agricultural co- 
operative system. Despite the war 
the Rural Cooperative Tillage Banks 
have continually increased in num- 
ber, steadily piling up large reserve 
funds. Tlie depreciated mark, how- 
ever, has practically wiped out these

man Republic there is another form 
of agricultural cooperation known as 
Ihe Cooperative Grainary, and which 
freed the economic position of

riiristensen says that "the great de- 
preciation in German marks the past 
live or six mouths has resulted in an 
alarming shortage of farm credit in 
Germany." 
Mr. Christensen 
has 


made a careful study and survey of 
cooperative activities as developed 
.in Danish agriculture including sev- 
eral weeks of study of the marketing 
of Danish products in the English 
markets. He also investigated agri- , 
cultural cooperative marketing acti- j 
vities in Sweden, Norway and Fin- | 
land, and certain phases of agrieul- 


\ tnral cooperative activities in Ger- 


many, Czecho-'Slovakia and Switzer- 
land. A report on Danish 
agricul- 


ture, its organization and the coop- 
erative movement is now being pre- 
pared by Mr. Christensen to be is- 
sued at an early date by the United , 
States Department of Agriculture.
